SKIVING STOCK ON MARGINS. 


William F. Caubman of San Francifco 


dealt in mining stocks on margin with a 
broker named Hooker. 
Hooker made an 


assignment, and Caahman wag sued by the 
assignee for $2,347, the amoant of indebt- 
edness which appeared against him on 
Hooker's books. 
Judgment was entered 


for plaintifl in the lower court, and Cash- 
man appealed to tbe Snpreme Court on the 
ground that the debt was illegal and the 
contract yoid under the 
Constitution, 


•which says; 


"AH contracts fcr *he sale of shares of 


the capital stock of any corporation or as- 
sociation on margin or to be delivered at 
any future day, shall be void, and any 
money paid on such contracts may be re- 
covered." 


The lower Court held that Hooker did 


not sell the stock to Caahman, but pur- 
chased it as his agent. The broker bonght 
or sold the stock for the customer, wno 
took the gains or paid the losses arising 
from the transaction. The Supreme Court 
directs attention to the fact that it was to 
stop such transactions that the clause 
quoted was placed ia the Constitution, 
and says "such a prohibition is of ao oon- 
sequence if it can be evaded by such a 
simple device. A person wishing to pxir- 
ohaso stook on margin has but to interpose 
his broker, who is to carry the stock in- 
stead of the original owner. This would 
cot dimmish the evil; in fact, it is the very 
form of the evil mainly intended to be pro- 
hibited." 


The Court holds that the broker is a 


vendor and that the end attained, not the 
form of the transaction, determines tbe 
question, and ordered that the judgment of 
the lower Court be reversed. 


The decision, the Examiner Bays, nukes 


every broker in San Franoiaoo n vendor,and 
as such under the Constitution he cannot 
collect a cent from a customer for whom he 
holds stock on margins, but on the coc- 
traiy is liable to the customer for any and 
all money paid on mMi contraots. 


AN OPEN CONFESSION. 


The Gazette seems to be on the stool of 


repentance. It truthfully snya: 


"Of all the men Nevada has ever honored 


by electing them to the highest office with- 
in her g ft, himlly one of them have ever 
been taxpayers in the State. They huve 
spent their time and money, paid them by 
ton people, in San Friinciico or New York, 
and when out of office took their grip and 
the first train that came along and left the 
State." 


Such are the men that the Gazette bss 


done all in its po^er to get into office 
since it has been in existence, and. within 
the last year, it advocated the election of 
men to the highest positions iu the gift of 
the people of Nevada whose names did not 
appear on the tax rolls of the counties in 
which they resided. While capable and 
industrious persons, through the vicissi- 
tudes of fortune, may not be taxpayers, 
and the ownership of property is not a 
qualification for office, yet it does seem a 
little inconsistent to advocate tbe election 
of such men on partisan grounds, and 
scold them when their term of office ex- 
pires and they are no longer available can- 
didates.

Lost Children—Storms In Ohio—Killed 


for Half a Dollar—Gale on take Su- 
perior—Cleveland Deluged. 


Terrific Storing In Ohio. 


Special to the Journal. 


CLEVELAND, Jane 3 —The whole 
of 


northern Ohio has been deluged during tbe 
past 48 hour*. This forenoon, in this city 
0.61 of an inch of rain fell inside of seven 
minutes. The streets were turned to rivers, 
the water running over tbe sidewalks. 
The Superior street cable line was block- 
aded by a washout of sand, which covered 
tbe track to a depth of four feet for about 
30 yards. The sewers were flooded and in 
Forest street the water undermined a big 
water pipe causing it to break, adding 
greatly to the flood. 


At Lima, Ohio, there was a tornado late 


last night, doing great damage to building 
and crop'. A young man named Samuel 
Bennett, near Cavett was crashed by a 
falling tree. 


At Salem, Ohio, lightning struck and 


shattered tbe steeple of tbe Presbyterian 
Church.

Father Walter Says She la Innocent.

among my parishioners was Mrs. Surratt. 
I was her confessor. 
When she was ar- 


rested she sent for me, and I attended to 
her spiritual wants until she _ went to the 
scaffold. 
I cannot, of course, violate my 


vows to the Church and tell the secrets of 
the confessional, but I will say that from 
what I know Mrs. Snrratt was innocent of 
any complicity in that gier.t crime. 


"I tried my best to save her life, and if 


she had been given a reprieve for ten days 
I believe I would have succeeded in doing 
ao. I called twice on President Johnson 
and was by him sent to Judge Holt. 
The 


Judge in turn sent me back to the Presi- 
dent, and I got no satisfaction. 
Even on 


the morning of the woman's execution I 
attempted to obtain a reprieve for her, but 
I waa unsuccessful, and she died, I believe, 
as innocent of that crime as a babe un- 
born."
